“And if 
they would wear robes such as this’— 
he indicaicd with a graceful gesturo 
his purple garment, startlingly set off 
with a broed green sash over his shoul- 
der -"it would make for greater intel- 
lectual and physical activity.

Such dress, permitting the free 
dom of the limbs and making for cool- 
ness in summer and hardiness in win- 
ter, stimulates the body and thus, by 
indirection, the mind.

“In Chicago,"’ continued Duncan, tak- 
ing advantage of the reporter’s express- 
ion of doubt to switch the subject, ‘‘a 
great many people are being. converted 
to this mode of life. It is the health- 
jest, the most sensible and the most 
comfortable mode of life.’’

the ground. Boyle was picked up un- 
conscious and was found to be suffering 
from concussion of the brain. This was 
the fourth accident that has marred 
the present meet. _

anxiety was felt for. Robert Loraine, 
the actor, who started on a round-trip 
flight in a biplane to the Needles. For

Loraine temporarily lost his bearings 
in the mist that enveloped the Solent, 
but eventually sighted the Isle of Wight 
and made a safe landing near Alum 
Bay, on the West Coast of the isle.

PRUSSELS, July 16.—To Ferdinand of 
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DR. MORFIT PLAN 
MANY CHANGES AT 
Ine CITY HOSPITAL 


Prisoners No Longer to Be 
Confined in the Obser- 
vation Ward. 








Persons held as prisoners yt the City 
Hospital will not hereafter be confined 


in the observation ward with maniacs, 
as has deen done in the past. Following 
revelations in the Post-Dispatch and 
other newspapers of conditions in the 
observation ward whére injured persons 
held to answer charges were surrounded 
by observation patients, Hospital Com- 
missioner Morfit announced Saturday 
that as soon as the arrangements can 
be made the observation ward will be 
moved from the main hospital building 
to the third and fourth floors of the 
“A” building. 

The “A” building is used for con- 
tagious diseases, but Dr. Morfit says 
the observation wards on the third and 
fourth floors will be completely !so- 
lated from the contagious wards on the 
first and second floors. 

Dr. Morfit also plans to ask for the 
assignment of a policeman to the pris- 
oners’ ward, to guard the prisoners and 
see that they do not lack attention. 

At the suggestion of Morfit the Hos- 
pital Board has ordered an tnquiry 
which probably will result in putting an 
end to the present arrangement of hos- 
pital employes getting room and board 
as part of their compensation. Morfit 
favors raising the salaries and requir- 
ing the employes to room and board 
outside. This would make mere room 
for patients and he thinks it would re- 
sult in securing a-better class of help. 

Most of the employes now have their 
laundry work done at the hospital, 
where 23 laundresses are employed. If 
the other arrangement is made, the 
number of laundresses can be reduced.

WARDEN AS HE 1S 
FEEDING tld BABY 


Deputy Game Official Dies 
of Injury and Man He 
Accuses Is Held. 





Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
SPRINGFIELD, ITl., July 16.—John 
O’Connor, a deputy game warden, while 
feeding his 9-months-old baby from a 
bottle in the dining room of his home, 
was shot last night, through a window, 
by an: assassin, and he died this morn- 
ing in the hospital, where his wife was 
recovering from an operation performed 
Thursday. Mrs. O’Connor, who was in 
the women's ward, did not know of the 
tragedy until after her husband's death. 
Before his death O Connor made a 
statement to Sheriff Werner that the 
only enemy he had was Frank Stout, 
an employe at the Chicago & Ailton 
roundhouse here. He declared that 
Stout had threatened his life. 
O'Connor, after being shot ran out 
of his house and chased the man for 
a block, but the assassin escaped. 
Stout was arrested. He admits 
threatening O’Connor’s life, but de- 
clared that he was at work at the 
roundhouse at the time of shoot- 


O’Connor’s wife cndbeinant te oper- 
ation in St. John's Hospital yester- 
day. She is almost insane with 
grief. 

Stout shot and’ killed John Watson 
at a coal mine here in 1901. He 
fled to Oklahoma, but was brought 
back here, tried and acquitted.

Frequent Payments to Her 
Are Explained by Him as 
Being for “Board.” 





Harry B. Gardner’s repeated asser- 
tion tnat ka paid from his own pock- 
ets the organization expenses of the 
Continental Assurance and Internationa! 
Fire Assurance companies, has received 
a blow from his own testimony. 

He declared, at the fourth hearing 
Friday afternoon before Referee Henry 
S. Caulfield, that he “shoe string’ 
from which the companies grew was 


$1500 borrowed by Grant Gillespie and 
Walter H. Douglass on a note from 
the Union Station Bank, and deposited 
in the Third National Bank for a ten- 
tative purchase of stock. Of this sum. 
$1000 and interest was afterwards paid 
back to the Union Station Bank from 
the assets of the companies. 

The next money the promoters ob- 
tained was $6000 from A. A. Caneer. 
cashier of the Citizens’ Bank at Sen- 
ath, Mo. Gardner admitted that lie 
promptly checked out $5445.18 of this 
money to pay a mortgage on his res!- 
dence at Raymond avenue and King’s 
highway. The witness declared that 
Caneer told him to hold the money for 
a prospective purchase of stock or 
use it to take up mortgages. The pro- 
moter employed-it to take up his own 
mortgage. 

Deputy Sheriff Maitland, Friday night, 
served notice on Harry B. Gardner, his 
daughter and his son, Leo, ordering 
Mrs. Gardner to appear in court Tues- 
day and show cause why she should 
not surrender a $17,000 note claimed by 
Receiver Reynolds as the property of 
the Continental Co. Accordihfg to the 
law, such a notice is valid if served 
upon any member of the famfy more 
than 18 years old. 

Grant Gillespie, as attorney for the 
International company, filed a general 
denial Saturday in Judge Shields’ court 

‘to the allegations made in a_ suit 
brought against the company for breach 
of contract by Wakefield, Morley & Co., 
a fire insurance company ‘in Hartford, 

Conn. . It is said that the contract was 
obtained by Congressman Harry M. 
Coudrey. 

Suit Asks for $100,000, 

In a petition, filed May 21, the plain- 
tiffs declared ‘that they had a contract 
to handle the business of the Interna- 
tional in six New England States; that 
they had subscribed for 600 shares of 
stock, paying $3750 and giving two notes, 
totaling $11,250; that the stock had nev- 
er been sent to them, and that no con- 
dition of the contract had been ful- 
filled by the defendant. Damages of 
$100,000 were demanded. 

Gillespie filed a demurrer, and in a 
brief argued that under the law the 
International had no power to enter 
upon such a contract until its capital 
stock was all subscribed. Judge Shields 
overruled the demurrer. 

Two months before the Continental 
company received a charter, Gardner 
admitted that he opened an account in 
the name of the company with Gilles- 
pile’s and Caneer’s money and arew 
against it, signing the checks “H. B. 
Gardner, secretary.” This was also 
about two months before the resolution 
Was adopted at a meeting of the board 
of directors, electing Gardner secretary 
and Congressman Harry M. Coudrey 
president of the concerns. 

The checks drawn by Gardner, as 
secretary of the Continental, before its 
charter was granted or he had been 
regularly commissioned secretary, were 
as follows, he testified: March 1, 1909, 
$1200;, March 11, $125; March 15, $100; 
March 23, $200; March 26, $5445.18 March 
27, $24.50; and March 81, $200. A check 
drawn April 9 for $200 was cashed be- 
fore the company was chartered. 

Tells of Refusing Salary. 

Gardner told with pride that he re- 
fused a salary of $500 a month when 
pay checks were sent to him by mistake. 
His commissions were his only remuner- 
ation, he said. He told of refusing one 
month’s pay, $360, and that for another 
month, $600. 

“But you cashed the pay checks, didn’t 
you?” asked Attorney John H. Leahy. 

“Yes, and charged the amounts to my 
debit account with the companies,”’ said 
Gardner. 

On July 27, Gardner made out a check 
to his wife for $126. 

“She was needing money at that time,”’ 
he said. 

On Aug. 9, another check for $100 was 
made out to the order of Mrs, Gard- 
ner. 

“I guess that was for my board," said 
Gardner, sarcastically. 

A moment later, Leahy introduced an- 
other check for $100 drawn to Mrs. Gard- 
ner’s order. 

“I had a pretty big board bill,” jested 
Gardner. ‘I guess she raised the price 
of board about that time.” On Aug. 16 
Gardner drew another check for $250 
for his wife and sent it to her at the 
Chicago Beach Hotel. 

$10,000 Check in Question, 

On Nov. 17, a check was drawn by 
Gardner to the order of “Cash' for 
$10,000. The witness explained that 
this check was employed in paying 
part of the $21,450 he declared he 
gave to Congressman Coudrey to get 
out. It was indorsed by Coudrey to get 
by him to Churchill Whittemore, as 
trustee, Gardner said.

It cost the municipality. of Grafton, 
IIL, $252 in an effort to collect a poll 
tax of $1.50 from John J. Keon, So- 
cialist. This was incurred by convict- 
ing Keon of non-payment of the tax 
and boarding him in jail three months. 
It cost Keon $403 In lost wages and 


amount paid by friends for his: release, 
and a martyrdom of three months to 
escape the tax. While ina jail, Keon’s 
wife and child were without support 
and they went to the home of Mrs. 
Keon's parents, at St. Louis, Mich., to 
live during Keon’s self-imposed incar- 
ceration. 

The poll tax, however, has not been 
paid. The payment of a fine of $3 and 
costs, amounting to $88, by Keon’s 
friends released him from  imprison- 
ment and placed $8 in the village treas- 
ury. It also released Keon from furth- 
er payment of the poll tax for last 
year. 

Keon announced Saturday that he 
would return to work as a leadworker 
at the plant of the Illinois Powder Co., 
in Grafton, Monday morning. He was 
released Friday night after Socialist 
friends in St.. Louis had paid the fine 
and costs which stood against Keon 
on the court docket. » 

Mayor and Prisoner Determined. 

When the fine of $3 and costs of $80 
were paid by C. H. Bridges of St. Louis; 
in behalf of Keon’s friends, Mayor 
Journey of Grafton smiled in satisfac- 
tion and said: “I would have kept Keon 
in jail until h—] froze over or the fine 
was paid.” 

Keon retorted: ‘I would not have 
paid the tax or fine {f a cancelled pos- 
tage stamp would have paid it, but as 
long as my friends paid it without my 
consent, I guess I will have to leave 
the jail. It feels good though to get 
fresh air and sunshine.”’ 

Keon was rémanded to jail April 15 
to serve six months, as provided by the 
State law, for failure ‘to pay the poll 
tax of $1.50. He was fined $3 and costs 
by Judge Owen Thompson of the Circuit 
Court, who defeated Keon in the race 
for the Circuit Judgeship in the recent 
election. 

Wage Scale Unsatisfactory. 

When Keon was sentenced to jail 
Grafton had no place to keep him. It 
cost the village %25 to provide a cell 
in the city hall and to put netting over 
the windows. This cell became known 
as the ‘“‘chicken-coop jail.’’ The vil- 
lage paid $175 In lawyer fees to prose- 
cute Keon and make his imprisonment 
certain. During the time Keon was in 
jail it cost the city $52 to board him and 
furnish his meals. 
Keon lost approximately $320 -in wages 
during his imprisonment. It cost his 
friends $83 to pay the fine and costs to 
secure his release.

Crippen Made Plans for Flight 
When Police Inquiry Was Begun

LONDON, July 16.—It was established 
beyond contradiction today that Dr. 
Hawley Harvey Crippen made prepara- 


tions for flight last Saturday after con- 
fiding Scotland Yard detectives had ex- 
acted a promise from him that he would 
not leave London until the mystery 
of the disappearance of his wife, Belle 
Elmore, an American actress, was solved 
to the satisfaction of the authorities. 
Perhaps, coincidentally, Ethel Leneve, 
the American physician’s typist, made 
preparations for departure the same day. 

Four days after the couple’s departure 
Belle Elmore’s body was uncovered from 
its coating of quicklime in. the cellar 
of Dr. Crippen’s residence at 39 Hilldrop 
crescent, East London. 

Although withholding their reasons for 
the statement, the police express confi- 
dence that they will arrest Dr. Crippen 
in London, but they intimate that the 
search for Ethel Leneve points to the 
Continent. The girl’s father furnished 
clews today on which the police are 
working. 

Detectives Accepted Promise. 

“Two detectives called on Dr. Crippen 
in his offices last .Friday and accepted 
his word of honor he would not leave 
London without notifying them of his 
departure,”” said Leneve, “This demand 
for a guarantee of his presence first 
warned Dr. Crippen that he wag under 
suspicion. 

“That same night my daughter Ethel, 
who was employed by Dr. Crippen, 
drove up to her sister’s home in the 
suburbs in a taxicab, and after a hur- 
ried talk, which had no bearing on the 
present investigation, rushed away 
without giving any explanation for her 
haste. I did not learn that she had left 
her London domicile until the follow- 
ing day (Saturday). 


“Late Saturday night Dr. Crippen’s 
assistant, failing to find either the phy-| 
siclan or my daughter, called and 
showed me a letter which perplexed 
him. He was told in the letter, written 
by Dr. Crippen, to take entire charge 
of the Hilldrop crescent house, dispose 
of its furnishings, and with the pro- 
ceeds to pay all tradesmen’s bills. The 
letter concluded: ‘I wish you every 
success for your future welfare.’ 

Strange Influence Over Girl. 

“This letter was &@ complete surprise 
to myself and my daughter who re- 
mains at home. I believe that Ethel! is 
entirely innocent, but Dr. Crippen had 
a strange influence over her.” 


A dressmaker living in Hampstead 
has told the police that Ethel Leneve 
came to her home, early in February 
with a hamper filed . with woman's 
gowns. Belle Elmore was last sedn 
alive on Feb. 2. Miss Leneve, accord- 
ing to the dressmaker, said she was 
going to be married to Dr. Crippen with- 
in six weeks, that the gowns belonged 
to his aunt, who had gone to America 
and left them to her, and that she 
wanted them altered. The dressmaker 
says Ethel Leneve called Friday and 
got the gowns, explaining that she 
was going to Bournemouth for a holi- 
day. 

‘Investigation of the report that Dr. 
Crippen had been seen Thursday in ono 
of his offices in Cravens Court, Kings- 
way, revéaled today that a business as- 
sociate named Rylance had visited the

office and removed Dr. 
from the door. 
Crippen Seemed Worried. 

Rylance describes Dr. Crippen as a 
quiet, inoffensive little man, who has 
neither the strength nor abnormal tem- 
perament to commit murder; Ethel Le- 
neve as a fragile, sickly-looking girl] an4 
Belle Elmore as an unusually attractive 
woman. Rylance said he observed for 
several months past that Dr. Crippen 
looked worried, and in.the absence of 
explanation he attributed it to money 
troubles. 

Excitement in London over the mur- 
der continues unabated, and criticisrns 
of Scotland Yard for permitting Dr. 
Crippen to escape are heard on every 
hand. 

From all that the police can learn, 
Dr.*Crippen had with him when he dis- 
appeared about $250 and the greater part 
of the valuable jewelry belonging to his 
wife. 

The inquest, which was to have been 
held today, has been postponed until 
Monday, when the medical experts hope 
to be able to present proof of the cause 
ef Belle Elmore’s death.

CRIPPEN’S FIRST WIFE DIED 
IN SALT LAKE CITY IN 1892 


SALT LAKE CITY, Utah, July 16.— 
Dr. Hawley H. Crippen’s first wife died 
here under mysterious conditions 18 
years ago. Apoplexy and paralysis were 
given as the cause of death, which oc- 
curred soon after the birth of a child. 
Neighbors were suspicious, but there 
were not sufficiefit- grounds for an in- 
vestigation and Mrs, Crippen’s body was 
buried Jan. 26, 1892, in Mt. Olive Ceme- 
tery. 

Following the death of Mrs. Crippen, 
the physician’s mother went to Los An- 
geles to join her husband and the doc- 
tor’s son, Otto, went with her. Later 
Dr. Crippen departed, leaving the im- 
pression that a fortune awaited him in 
England as the result of the death of a 
relative.

hair. At their request their father, 
Carl Washer, who beat them for using 
such feminine adornments, was sen- 
tenced to the rock pile of the City 
Workhouse. 

Washer paid his fine of $10, and costs 
amounting to $3, Saturday and was re- 
leased from the workhouse. He then 
went to the Dayton Street Police Court 
to get $1.56 that had been left with 
the marshal. He spent one night in the 
workhouse. 

His speedy release put a new phase 
on the plans of the girls who had 
mapped out a. lively program before 
they learned of his release. 

“And we are now going to wear cor- 
sets and silk stockings and jewelry, 
and stand in front of the mirror just 
as long as we please, since he has been 
taught a lesson,”’ the girls said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter. 

Judge Kleiber gave the girls the op- 
tion, after he had fined their father $10 
for beating them, of having him sent 
to the workhouse or paroled. They 
asked that he be sent to the workhouse. 

“Father made our lives miserable w’'th 
his silly rules,”’ the girls said. “He 
ordcred us to wear our hair braided so 
that we would look like simple German 
girls, the prettiest in the world, he 


said. 


Henrietta 


Powder Was Forbidden. 

‘Braided hair might be fashionabie in 
Germany, but it is behind the time in 
St. Louis. We wanted to wear rats and 
ringlets. 

“Then he said we shouldn’t put pow- 
der on our faces, because it would give 
us tuberculosis. Girls might as well 
have tuberculosis and be dead as to be 
bound by such rules as father made. 
We were forbidden to wear corsets be- 
eause he said it would ruin our fig- 
ures. 

“Now, what girls want to go around 
all the time without corsets? He actu- 
ally wouldn’t let us look in the mirror 
more than two minutes at a time, and 
he has beaten us often for wanting to 
take a little time to fix ourselves up to 
jook like other girls. It just breaks a 
girl’s heart to be out of style, especial- 
ly when all the other girls have such 
pretty and up-to-date things. He want- 
ed us to look like rummies. 

Plenty of Beaux Now. 

“When the judge asked us if we 
didn’t want him sent home instead of 
to the workhouse we both declined. 
We thought a term on the rock pile 
would do him good. Now that he is 
free we won't live with him any more. 

“We are not going to be bound 
down by any such hard and. fast 
rules as we have been having to obey. 
Girls ought to have a little independ- 
ence, and we had to send father to 
jail to get ours. If a girl can’t have 
her fellow stay later than 9 p. m., 
what chance has she got to make a 
hit? 

Washer has appeared before Judge 
Pollard and Judge Kleiber several 
times recently for disturbing the 
peace of his daughters.

CROP SITUATION 
IN NORTHWEST 
1) IMPROVING 


Actual Conditions Have Been 
Exaggerated — Good 
Yieid Expected. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., July 16. 


H. V. Jones, crop expert, editur of the 
Journal, discusses the crop situation in 
the Northwest ‘today. It ifs probably the 
most accurate and fairest review ob- 
tainable. 

Relative to the wheat situation he 
says: 








“There is an impression over the coun- 
try that something notably unfavorable 
has happened to the Northwest crops. 
This idea ts not warranted, for the rea- 
son that the production in the North- 
west js normal in the states of Minne- 
sota and South Dakota, and decreased 
only in parts of North Dakota. The re- 
sult is that prosperity will cover Minne- 
sota, South Dakota and part. of North 
Dakota. In the remaining part of 
North Dakota there is a serious loss 
of crops. 

Alarmist Reports Not Warranted. 

“The Journal has spent 10 days in ex- 
amining crop conditions in the North- 
west. Minnesota has been favored 
again. All crops are generally good } 
within her borders. Only a few toun- 
ties along the Mississippi River will re- 
port important shortages. With an- 
other week of seasonable weather, the 
indications are that the southern half of 
the State will break the record on yield 
of wheat, and all other eounties will 
have fair yields. We believe Minnesota 
will round up close to 80,000,000 bushels 
of wheat barring heat deterioration 
within the next week. 

Fair Crop tn South Dakota. 

“South Dakota will raise a fair wo 
good crop of all kinds of grain, and has 
promise for a full corn crop. Wheat 
on a farm may run low, but the 
corn crop on the same farm, with sea- 
sonable moisture, will run high. Thus 
results will be equalized. 

“North Dakota is the single exception 
this year among the states. There is 
probably forty million bushels of wheat 
on the ground, but some of this will not 
be harvested, because many of the 
farmers will plow up five-bushel pros- 
pects, as they are fully able to stand 
the loss. There will be scattered good 
yields of wheat in all parts of the 
State. 

“If extreme heat, which would ripen 
the grain too fast, will keep off a week 
more in Minnesota and South Dakota, 
and until] August in North Dakota, the 
probability is that the wheat production 
in the states will run close to 160,000,000."

NEW TRIAL IS ASKED 


Pending Decision on This 
Motion Convicted Official 
Retains Office. 


CHIEF ALSO CLINGS 


Head of the Police Depart- 
ment Is Resisting Efforts 
to Dislodge Him. 


Granite City, governed by a Mayor 
just convicted of corrupt connivance 
with gamblers, and by a Chief of Police 
who has confessed to systematic graft- 
ing, is having a period of the strictest 
law enforcement it has ever known 

The slot machines which caused ihe 
Mayor's chief troubres have been ban- 
ished, even down to the little pinwheel 
affairs in cigar stores. Salonns, both 
downtown and in the Hungry Hollow 
reighborhood, are closed promptly and 
inexorably at the stroke of midnight. 
Musical instruments of every sort have 
been removed from saloons, and not a 


suspicion of a poker or craps game has |- 


been allowed to remain. 

Only one step remaine—the Sunday 
closing of saloons—and the saloon men 
are consumed with arxiety lest this 
rigid “lid,” which it has rarely been at- 
tempted to apply on the East Side, be 
the next feature of the reform program. 

New Trial Is Asked. 

Mayor Charles A. Uzzell's trial on a 
malfeasance charge ended Friday 
night in a verdict of guilty after the 
jury had been out three hours. The 
punishment provideq by law is a fine 
and removal from office. This pen- 
alty was stayed by Uzzell's applica- 
tion for a new trial, filed immedi- 
ately with Circuit Judge Hadley. 

Judge Hadley will pass on the mo- 
tion early next week and, if he denies 
the application, will then pronounce 
sentence. Whether the Mayor will 
seek to retain his office further by 
an appeal to the Supreme Court, or 
by other legal processes, he has not 
announced. 

During the course of the trial Uszsell 
refuseqd an offer from State's Attor- 
néy Gillham to plead guilty and ac- 
cept a minimum penalty. 

In case the court removes the May- 
or from office, it will be the City 
Council's duty to meet in special ses- 
sion and elect one of its own number 
to serve as mayor until April 20, 1911. 
Alderman George Kennedy is sald to 
be the principal aspirant for the of- 
fice, while Alderman John Maserang 
and J. C. Reintges are also candi- 
cates. 

Convicted on Four Counts, 

As he was convicted on four counts, 
Uzzell’s fine will hardly be less than 
$400. It will probably be $1000 or more, 
attorneys say. His indictments charged 
him with malfeasance in office and with 
palpabile omission of official duty, in 
corruptly and knowingly permitting 
gambling. 

While the convicted Mayor is holding 
onto his job with both hands, Chief 
of Police Gottselig, who has confessed 
¢ffenses equal to any charged against 
the Mayor, is also resisting all efforts 
te dislodge him from control of the 
‘volice Department. 

Gottselig has not been suspended, al- 
though he has been fined for permit- 
ting gambling, and has testified, in the 
Uzzell trial, that he took sums averag- 
ing $40 a week from Fred Fuger, the 
slleged slot machine king. Fuger has 
testified that he paid Gottselig one-

has just been formed in London. It 
is a combination of American and 
English capitalists. The Americans 
are represented by Samuel Unter- 
myer, who engineered the combine, 

Twenty million dollars have been 
subscribed to begin operations, $5,- 
000,000 of it being put up in cash 
by English members. This was 
shipped to America to be used, it is 
underatood, to purchase or secure 
options on every available oil-pro- 
dueing property in Oklahoma. These 
options will represent only a part of 
the properties, as the members of 
the syndicate own immense tracts 
of developed land in California 
which are already yielding a large 
revenue. e Se 

The scheme also includes the build- 
ing of the largest pipe line in the 
country from the Oklahoma: prop- 
erties.

HE ever-readable B. M. Bower has 
ai rounded up Andy Green and the 
other merrymaking toilers on the 
Flying U ranch into a volume called 
“The Happy Family’—the same name 
by which the bunch at home was 
known. Andy “‘Ananias’’ Green, that 
amiable, mischief-making cowboy, with 
his inevitable cigarette, is the spotlight 
character in most of the nine stories 
of which the volume is composed, but 
Chip—the hero of another volume by 
the same author,¢“Chip of the Flying 
U”"—Pink, Happy Jack, Cal Emmett, 
Slim, Weary, Irish, Jack Bates and 
all the rest of them are there, all doing 
things interesting and extraordinary.

NECESSARY KNOWLEDGE. 


NDER the title, “Hygiene and 
Morality,” Lavinia L. Dock, 
secretary of the International 

Council of Nurses, gives authoritative 
information on hitherto taboo topics 
which concern men and women. The 
book is & comprehensive treatment of 
the subject treated of by the author in 
a& paper presented to the Internationa) 
Congress of Nurses in London, in July, 
1909. Her chief purpose was to arouse 
interest in a crusade against diseases 
that are in many respects more deadly 
than tuberculosis and yet much easier 
to cope with, given the necessary 
kttowledge. The book is couched in 
language which, while largely medical 
and scientific, is easily understood by 
the layman. 

As an intelligent woman, the author 
urges Prevention, along these _ lines 
which fully recognize woman’s dignity 


jand rights as an icdividual, placing the 
blame for conditions equawy on both 
sexes. And she holds that, if the cause 
of sex disease is to be stamped out, it 
must be mainly by women themselves, 
using the power that the ballot will 
confer upon them, in the passage of 
laws that shall safeguard their sex. The 
book exposes the evils of sex irregular- 
ities in all their phases, and should of 
itself go far towards improving the 
morals of readers by warning them of 
the consequences of error along these 
lines. (G. P. Putnam’s Sons.) 


“THE IRON MUSE.” 
HE modern note of man’s creation 
it and control of grim and powerful 
engines to do his bidding in the 
world of mechanics, first potently 
sounded by Kipling, is heard in “The 
Iron Muse,” @ volume of verse by John 
Curtis Underwood, which now demands 
the attention of the reading public, The 
Kipling master-stroke of vital realism is 
lacking, also that magio spell of im- 
agery which seems at certain moments 
to rhake living things of the vast ma- 
chines of his singing; nevertheless the 
vigor of virtle thought is in evidence, 
giving to Mr. Underwood’s poems a 
masculine forcefullness that differenti- 
ates them from the minor lyric strain 

commonly encountered. 

The Pr'ss Room, the Raflroad, the 
Power House, the Trip Hammer, the 
Wireless, the Airship, the Foundry, the 
Cotton Mill, the Motor—these are among 
the themes to which the Underwood 
muse most ardently dedicates its effort. 
In “The Press Room” the poet chants: 
Here are the tables of the law, today In 

steel decreed; 

The last supreme commandment, “Iheu 
shalt strenuously succeed.” 

The roaring presses multiply thelr Mak- 
er’s restless will, 

His powers and portents magnify, His 
creatures cure and kflL 

So, in the pregnant travail of the press- 
room's fever heat, 

There broods where ocean cables and 
the wires of nations meet, 

Omniscience making all things good 
through wars of creed and clan, 

And vision sure of brotherhood through 
strife evolved In man, 


And in contemplating the Airship, Mr. 
Underwood is inrpelled to sing thus: 
They are coming, war and havoc hover 
low and weight their wings; 

Death, destruction, rapine, pillage, till 
we rise to higher things. 

Flames of cities lit like torehes still 
shall serve to light the way, 

We the race have won toward heaven 

since the first primordial] day. 

Winds of heaven, high archangels, 
cleave the clouds and wing their 
flight; 

Wider vistas spread by day and wider 
still illume at night; 

Till the spirit stripped.of matter like a 
naked athlete stands 

On the brink of God’s black ocean, yield- 
ing gladly to His hands. 


The Underwood verse is quite well 
worth reading, even though lacking in 
“sweetness and light.” It undeniably 
voices the only consistent poetic utter- 
ance of a generation given over to the 
worship of material things.

HOICH character delineation and 
whimsical lightness of style make 
“Oncé Aboard the Lugger”’ as 
likable a summer book as this season 
has seen. 

The writer’s pictures of Mr. Fletcher, 
the gardener, are good for a laugh 
every now and then. Each request of 
his crusty employer, Mr. Marrapit, for 
any servioe, is met by Mr. Fletcher 
with the grumbling @uery: “I should 
like to ast if this is to be part of my 
regular job.”’ 

“Snailing’’ was Mr. Fletcher’s favor- 
ite form of loafing. When Mr. Marra- 
pit would overtake him dozing about 
the garden, Mr. Fietcher would display 
a “property” snail, carried in his pocket 
for that purpose. One of these meet- 
ings is thus described: 

‘“*What are you doing there, sir?’ said 
Mr. Marrapit, startled and annoyed.

THE SCHOLAR IN POLITICS. 
President Woodrow Wilson's consent to become 
a candidate for Governor in New Jersey gives to 
the Democratic party of that State an oppor- 
tunity of opening a political career to a scholar 
of internationa] repute. The issue therefore be- 
comes one of more than local interest. Our 
whole political system will be distinctly improved 
{f men like the president of Princeton University 
can find a place within it for the public exercise 
of their intelligence and their patriotism. 

Some years ago there was much talk in this 
country of “The scholar in politics.” The theme 
was a favorite one at university gatherings. 
George William Curtis, Dr. Holland, Washington 
Gladden, David A. Walker and others used to 
speak of it with much eloquence. But none of 
them were ever elected. Old Simon Cameron 
used to refer to them as “them damned literary 
fellers.” And Simon was a power in politics. 

The American people have lost much by ex- 
cluding such men from public service. Consider 
how Great Britain has profited by the work of 
such closet students and scholars as Morley and 
Bryce and Balfour and Lord Cromer of our time, 
not to count those of the past whose names are 
as illustrious in science, letters and arts as in 
politics. We need such scholars in the public 
service. There is a place for them that only they 
can fill. 

“The President is deeply interested in the work 
of the Tariff Board,” says a dispatch from Bev- 
erly, “and it is known that the placing of the 
tariff upon a: scientific basis as a result of its 
investigations will be made one of the leading 
issues in the campaign next fall.” Painting the 
lily, adding perfume to the violet and gilding 
refined gold are as nothing to the barbarism of 
thinking to revise the “best ever.” 
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‘‘LET US ALONE.’’ 

The United States District Attorney has filed 
suits in the Federal Court at Kansas City 
against the Missouri Pacific, the Frisco, the Mis- 
souri, Kansas & Texas, the Chicago-Great West- 
ern and the Kansas City Southern railroads, 
charging them with violating the “hours of 
service” act. The penalties asked for aggregate 
$42,100. 

These suits are hardly in demonstration of 
James J. Hill’s plea “let us alone and everything 
will be all right.” The “hours of service” act, 
which forbids working trainmen more than 16 
hours in any 24, and dispatchers, operators and 
tower men more than nine, is a wholesome law. 
It aims not only to relieve the men, but it is a 
safety device of the greatest importance. Hun- 
dreds of collisions have been caused by over- 
worked, sleepy and brain-numbed trainmen and 
operators. 

It is charged that the railroads have violated 
this law and it is obvious that the law was not 
made to hamper them. It does not increase their 
expenses unjustly if it increases them at all. It 
does not make watery stock issues impossible, 
affect rates, disturb stock juggling or upset values. 
It merely provides that men shall not work over- 
time to their own endangering or that of the 
public. The making of the charges against the 
railroads is in itself warrant for not “leaving us 
alone.” There should be never a suspicion that 
the railroads are violating so wholesome a law.

Locomotive Smoke Consumers. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Some tinle ago I noticed in one of the papers 
an interview with Mr. Parker, our City Smoke In- 
spector, stating he knew of an effective smoke 
consumer for locomotives, but did not desire at 
that time to force the railroads to comply with 
the laws, for the reason it would give a monopoly 
to one manufacturer. He proposed to wait until 
he found other smoke consumers which would also 
dy» the work before asking the railroads to elim- 
inate the smoke nuisance. To the man in the 
street it would seem, if our city officials know 
of an effective smoke consumer, they should at 
once proceed to have it used wherever the 
nuisance exists. 

It might be well for all who are vitally inter- 
ested to know that the Manufacturers’ Railway 
Co, seems to be making an effort to comply with 
the ordinances. A week ago the writer saw one 
of the engines of that company cross the sur- 
face tracks at Dorcas street and work up and 
down those tracks, switching and hauling cars, 
and instead of a dense outpouring of black smoke 
there was only a thin, vapory mist emitted. Very 
much interested, the writer boarded the engine 
and, after inquiries, was informed by the en- 
gineer that the company had the engine fitted 
with a smoke consumer, and it seems they intend 
using thesé on all their engines in the future. 
The apparatus seemed to be very effective, and 
the engineer demonstrated what it would do, and 
explained what I had observed. He informed me 
that it was a St. Loufs product, and the inventor 
and patentee was a St. Louls man. 

A few days ago I read your fine editorial re- 
garding the “electrifying” of the steam railroads, 
alse the attempts of the city to compel the Rock 
Island Railroad to use electricity as fts motive 
power within the city limits, because of the in- 
jury the smoke from its locomotives does to For- 
est Park. The Rock Island officials are making 
every effort to defeat the law requiring them to 
electrify their road, but they have done nothing 
toward abating the smoke nuisance. The Terminal 
Raflroad Association is asking the city for favors 
and franchises, but it does not seem to do any- 
thing to abate the smoke nuisance, and the arti- 
cles on the subject do not encourage us in the be- 
lief that they ever intend to electrify the St. 
Louts terminals in Mill Creek Valley. 

The Manufacturers’ Railway, as above stated, 
seems to be making some effort, and the device 
in use on their road can be seen by our Smoke 
Inspector and Mayor. 

Would it not be well to put it up to these gen- 
tlemen and see if something cannot be done? The 
old excuse is always, “There is no way to stop 
the smoke.” I am not posted on such matters, 
but I have seen one way, and if there is only one, 
let us have that way. JOHN A, WILSON.

ON PRIVATELY MANAGING A PUBLIO INSTITUTION. 


INTERVIEWER: Doctor, what are your ideas concerning the conduct 
of a public hospital? 

DR. MOREFATT. My idea is that the conduct of any hospital, the same 
as of any individual, should be eminently proper. 

I: Y-es: but what I want to get at is, how should a public hospital 
be run? 

DR. M.: Oh, my views on that matter are entirely private. 

I: Do I understand you to say that your views are that public hospital 
should be run as a private institution? . 

DR. M.: Well, you might put it that way. You see, a patient in a 
public hospital longs for privacy just as much as a patient in a private 
hospital shuns publicity. 

I: But if a patient is a public charge, hasn’t the public some right 
to know how he is being treated? 

DR. M.: We never treat patients in a public hospital, unless they 
are in the booze ward, and then only infrequently. 

I: Well, suppose a man with a broken skull were put in the obser- 
vation ward, when he should have been in the surgical ward, and should 
die. Would the public have no right to know the facts in the case? 

DR. M.: What good would that do? The man is dead, isn’t he? 
No amount of publicity could restore him to: life, could it? Besides, 
accidents are likely to happen, even ip the best regulated family of cub 
doctors. 

I: But if the case is diagnosed wrongly and a patient suffers or dies 
in consequence, should not the public know? , 
=™"DR. M.: Most certainly not. When a patient comes in here he should 
tell us at once what’s the matter with him,.and not wait for a diagnosis. 
He knows what’s wrong, we don’t. If we make a mistake in doping out 
his ailment, he is the ome to blame—not us. 

I: So you think what goes on in a public institution is none of the 
public’s business? 

DR. M.: -Private-hospitally speaking, yes.

PHILADELPHIA, July 16.—A _ suo- 
stance that looks like gold, feels like 
gold and fools the metallurgists Into 
believing that it is the genuine article, 
has been discovered by Dr. William 
Taylor Wyckoff, a prominent Philadel-. 
phia dentist. 

Appreciating the deficiencies of gold 
ss a filling for teeth, Dr. Wyckoff has 
been for a number of years conducting 
experiments to discover a_ substitute. 
The mineral can be used for almost ev- 
erything that gold can be used for and 
when assayed shows that it contains 10 
per cent of real gold, despite the fact 
that not a grain of gold is used in its 
manufacture, 

The metal stands all the tests that are 
applied to gold successfully, with a 
slight exception in the acid test. The 
acid burns the metal slightiy, but not 
to any great extent. 

The metal will not tarnish, it can be 
made to imitate either pure or 14-karat 
gold, can be made in any shade, from a 
light yellow to a dull color, and is 
such a good imitation that a watch case 
made at a cost of 40 cents was pawned 
for $4.50. 

It is possible to make this artificial 
gold profitable for about $1 a pound, 
says the doctor. Pure gold is worth 
$247.20 a pound.

Homemade Icebox Effective. 

Some mothers have found a solution 
for this problem by getting from the 
grocer a wooden box. Next they get a 
tin pail with a cover, one deep enough 
to hold a bottle of milk, and a slightly 
larger pail without a cover. 

The smaller pail is placed inside the 
other and then they are put in the 
center of the box. Sawdust or excel- 
sior is packed underneath and all about 
the pails to keep the heat from getting 
in. The refrigerator is completed by 
nailing fifty layers of newspapers to the 
under surface of the box cover. 

In the morning as soon as she milk is 
received it should be put in the pail 
and the cracked ice placed about the 
milk bottle. The cover should be re- 
placed on the inner pail and the lid on 
the wooden box. Regularly each morn- 
ing the melted ice should. be poured 
off. This home-made refrigerator is all 
that is necessary to keep the milk in 
proper condition for the baby and it 
can be had at a minimum of cost.

Col. James M. Guffey’s Af- 
fairs Are in the Hands of 
Receiver.

PITTSBURG, Pa., July 16.—The bus- 
iness affairs of Col. James M. Guffey. 
71 years old, Democratic leader of 
Pennsylvania, member of the Demo- 
cratic National Committee, and gne 
of the best known oil and coal men 
in the country, are in the hands of a 
receiver. The assets of Col. Guffey 
are estimated at $17,000,000; his 
liabilities at $6,700,000. Inability to 
realize on his assets, which consist 
largely of coal lands in West Vir- 
ginia, is said to be the cause of his 
embarrassment. 

The receivership bill alleges that 
Col. Guffey has not the ready money 
with which to meet the claims of 
some creditors who have threatened 
to sell his collateral, These creditors 
are understood to be banks in Pitts- 
burg, Philadelphia and other parts -of 
Pennsylvania. 

Politics have played, perhaps, as 
much of a hand in the financial em- 
barrassment of Col. Guffey as have 
hig investments in coal lands. The 


Pittsburg man who began a8 a poor 
boy “took a hand in Pennsylvania 
politics early in life, and for many 
years has been acknowledged as the 
leader of Democracy in this State. 

It is asserted that there has not 
been a Democratic political campaign 
in years in Pennsylvania that has not 
been financed by Guffey. 

Those who know the Pittsburg oil 
king best declare that he has always 
been a ‘“‘mark,”’ that in his life he 
has given away not less than $5,000,- 
000 without hope of ever getting a 
cent of it back.
